COUNTY: 

I have placed my resignation 
as County Superintendent of 
Education before the County 
School Board. This step has 
not been taken hastily but after 
mature consideration and re- 
flection, and I am addressing 
this communication to the peo- 
ple of Coffee County in order 
hit you may know my posi- 
tioii. 

I have serVed six years as 
County Superintendent and 
have discharged my duties to 
the best of my ability and with- 
out consideration for my own 
political welfare. J would not 
accept the office under any oth- 
er conditions. The man who 
by political trickery does those 
things which are for his own 
political welfare rather than 
for the welfare of the children 
of the County is guilty of a 
great crime against them and 
the cause of education. Such 
actions befit the politician and 
not the professional educator. 

That great progress has been 
made in our schools within the 
last six years is evident upon 
every hand. ‘There has been a 
great increase in the amount of 
funds available for public 
school purposes, remarkable 
improvement in the number 
and in the efficiency of the 
teaching foree, and material 
improvement in school build- 
ings and equipment has been 
made in almost every school. 
The County Board of Educa- 
tion backed by the trustees, 
the people, and the teachers 
are due the credit for this re- 
markable progress in our 
schools. I have only been the 
instrument through which it 
has been carried out. 

It is only natural that I 
should regret giving up a posi- 
tion which offers such wonder- 
ful opportunities for service. 
However, every reasoning fac- 
ulty of my mind dictates my 
present course. The Repre- 
sentative from this County in- 
troduced and had passed thru 
the House a loeal bill which 
proposes the election: of the 
county superintendent of Cof- 
fee County by popular vote. 
The Senator from this district 
is pushing the bill in the Senate 
and it will probably become a 
law. It is to be hoped that 
Coffee County will be saved 
this terrible calamity. In the 
interest of the boys and girls of 
the County, let us hope that 
these gentlemen will see their 
duty to these children before it 
is too late and stop the passage 
of this bill. 

I would not under any cir- 

cumstances become a candidate 
in a political race for the of- 
fice. My reasons are as fol- 
lows: 
* 1 Only those who are pro- 
fessionally trained, who have 
had successful teaching expe- 
rience, and have proven admin- 
istvative ability should hold 
this office. It is a big job in- 
volving the expenditure of 
nearly a hundred thousand dol- 
lars annually and requires keen 
business judgment also. This 
is not true of the usual offices 
which are filled by popular 
vote. The essential qualifica- 
tions in these offices are usual- 
ly a common school education, 
common sense, and the ability 
to perform certain perfunctory 
duties. The county superin- 
tendent has supervisory control 
over hundreds of teachers and 
must be competent to command 
their respect and incite them to 
their best efforts. The office 
is a prefessional not a political 
one, 

2. The teachers of the coun 
ty went on vecord early in the 
year by an almost unanimous 
vote as opposed to the election 
of the superintendent by popu- 
Inv vote.

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NEW BRIDGE WILL BE

According to announcement 
by Judge J A. Carnley, who 
spent Tuesday in Montgomery, 
it is very probable that work 
will be started soon on a new 
bridge over Pea River at Elba.

onee. This will be good news 
to the people of the county, as 
the present bridge is in very 
bad condition, and is danger- 
ous. lt is hoped that the de- 
partment can see fit to build

LOSES HIS LIFE WHILE 
SAVING AGED COUPLE 
FROM BURNING HOUSE 


Florence, Ala., July 12.— 
Glover Reed, 85, a prominent 
merchant of Leighton, is dead 
and Allen Qualls, a negro, is 
seriously injured by burns re- 
ecived while saving the lives of 
two people who were alone 
and asleep in a burning house 
near Leighton last night. 

Mr. Reed and Qualls were 
driving from Leighton to Tus- 
cumbia shortly after 10 o’clock 
last night and discovered afire 
the home of Mr. and Mis. Tony 
Gargis, an aged couple who 
lived alone in an isolated house 
between Leighton and ‘Tus- 
cumbia. 

Both men leaped from the 
automobile and forced the door 
of the burning building and al- 
so the door of the bedroom cec- 
cupied by the aged couple. 
The flames were literally on all 
sides of the old people but 
‘Qualls seized Mrs. Gargis and 
carried her to safety, receiving 
burns in the effort which may 
cost him his life. 

Reed brought Mr. Gargis 
from the house a few seconds 
later but was so horribly burn- 
ed himself that he was hardly 
recognizable. Myr. Gargis was 
slightly burned but it-is said he 
! will recover. 

' William Gambill of Sheffield 
who passed in a car shortly af- 
ter the rescue of the aged peo- 
ple brought the injured men to 
Sheffield and rushed them to a 
local hospital.
